As members of Congress recon- 
vene at Washington, America is 
hearing many familiar promises of 
economy in government. 


Let’s hope our legislators mean it 
this time. Let’s hope they remember 
that the staggering debts piled up 
by government must be paid out of 
our earnings and our savings; that 
what they do to the public budget 
affects our family budget as well. 

Let’s hope that, unlike New Year 
resolutions, the promises will be ful- 
filled. It’s time they were. For to- 
day, as a result of reckless spending 
by our federal, state and local gov- 
ernments, a public debt of more 
than fifty billion dollars has been 
written up for us, the workers and 
the earners of the United States, 
to pay. 

Fifty billion dollars! That’s a lot 
of money. And it will take a lot of 
taxes to pay it off. The interest and 
service charges alone cost us billions 
every year. It’s one of the reasons 
why five out of every twenty-five 
dollars of the national income— 
which means the money earned by 
the American people—is consumed 
by taxes. And unless the economists 
are wrong, a lot of the bills which 
these taxes are straining to meet 
will be handed down as a grim 
legacy to our children and our 
grandchildren. 

But you can’t blame it all on 
Congress. The politician’s penchant 
for squandering the people’s money 
has extended to states and cities 
and smaller units as well. More 
than twenty billions of our fifty- 
billion-dollar public debt is, in fact, 
charged against state and local 
governments. 

We pay for that, too—if not di- 
rectly, then in higher rents and in 
heavier bills for food, clothing and 
other necessities, all camouflaged as 
“hidden taxes.” 

Only a large dose of the fre- 
quently promised economy in gov- 
ernment can lighten the load. Only 
an escape from the billionitis com- 
plex of the past few years can help. 

Today our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives at Washington can do 
their part. Because of the impor- 
tance of the present session, the 
eyes of the entire nation are upon 
them as never before. If they keep 
their premises and apply the brakes 
instead ef the accelerator to public 
spending they will not only ease our 
burdens but will set an example for 
state and lecal potiticians to follew. 
They face a double and a serious 
responsibility. 

Let’s hope they meet it squarely— 
not only with our own relief in 
mind, but to assure the security and 
prosperity of America.

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Telephone Co. To 
Reduce Its Rates 


New long distance rate schedule 
adjustments incorporating new ser- 
vice features and substantial rate 
reductions, within California were 
proposed today by The Pacific Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., in an ap- 
plication filed with the California 


Railroad Commission. 

“In seeking authority to readjust 
our interexchange rates,” said M. 
R. Sullivan, Vice President and 
General Manager, “we are carrying 
our established policy of rendering 
the greatest amount of service at 
the least possible cost to our pa- 
trons. In accordance with this 
policy, we are offering many new 
and advantageous features In our 
toll service. Our proposal will make 
the telephone more useful to more 
people in more ways.” 

The new features and _ rate 
changes for which the Company 
asks approval of the Commission 
are as follows: 

New Schedule — Outstanding Rate 
Reductions 

1. Introduction of a new uniform 
schedule or rates for day and night 
long distance service. Starting at 72 


miles for station to station calls, 
the reductions progressively in- 
crease; for example, at 200 miles 


the reductions approximate 20%, 
whereas on longer hauls rates are 
reduced as much as 40%. 

Under 72 miles the rates remain 
the same as at present with the ex- 
ception, in a relatively few cases, 
where there is a nominal adjust- 
ment upwards which results from 
the application of the new uniform 
schedule. These adjustments, how- 
ever, are minor in character, being 
only five cents above the present 
initial day rate for station to sta- 
tion calls. 

‘In the relatively few instances 
where adjustments are nominally 
upward, these should be weighed in 
the light of the many outstanding 
reductions which will obtain in 
every community we serve,” ex- 
plained Mr. Sullivan. “Our new 
Sunday night discount rates should 
appeal] particularly to every com- 
munity as these new services will 
be of distinct benefit to all of our 
patrons.” 

New Night Discount Rates 
At 7:00 P. ML 

Introduction of a new night sta- 
tion to station rate, beginning at 7 
Pp. m. and continuing until 4:30 a. 
m. This would take the place of 
the present evening rate beginning 
at 8:30 p. m. and the present night 
rate which begins at midnight ard 
ends at 4:30 a. m. 

New Week End Discount Rates 

Introducation of a week end dis- 
count rate, beginning at 7 p. m. 
each Saturday and _ continuing 
through all day Sunday to 4:30 a. 
m. Monday. This would make the 
proposed new night station to sta- 
tion rates applicable to all-day 
Sunday station to station calls. 

These discount rates are pro- 
nounced reductions—at 50 miles the 
reduction approximates 12% below 
the day station to station rate and 
the reductions progressively in- 
crease; for example, at 150 miles 
the reduction is 50% and on long 
haul rates the reduction approxi- 
mates 65 per cent. 

New Person To Person Discounts 

Introduction of discount person 
te person rates applying from 7 p. 
m. to 4:30 a. m., and also during 
the week end discount period from 
7 p. m. Saturday to 4:30 a. m. on 
Monday. Heretofore, person to per- 
Son rates have been the same for 
all hours. 

These discount person to person 
rates are also pronounced reduct- 
ions. At 200 miles the reduction is 
about 45% and on the longer hauls 
the reduction is as much as 60%.

Popcorn Penoche: Boil two cups 
brown sugar, two-thirds cup thin 
cream and one tablespoon corn 
syrup to 236 degrees, stirring as 
little as possible. Add two table- 
spoons butter, and cool tc luke- 
warm. Add _ one-half teaspoon 
vanilla, and beat until it loses its 
shine. Add five tablespoons ground 
popped corn, and spread out ina 
buttered pan. Be sure that the 
corn is finely ground. Makes one 
pound.

Popcorn Brittle: Pop two-thirds 
of the contents of a 10-ounce can 
popcorn, and then run it through 
the food chopper. It will make 
one cup. Make a syrup of one cup 
sugar, one-half cup brown sugar, 
one-fourth cup canned molasses, 
one-fourth cup water, one table-

Sanctions 


of Nations in Geneva have 

brought to the attention of 
men a meaning of the word ‘‘sanc- 
tion’? which is somewhat unfamil- 
iar to many people. It may be 
defined as that which is designed 
to induce the observance of lew 
or to preserve the integrity of 
mutual agreements. The applying 
of sanctions to a nation which 
has disregarded a covenant may 
be considered by that nation as 
coercive or as punitive, while oth- 
er nations would regard the appli- 
cation of sanctions as a means of 
correction to the offender, and of 
protection to others. aie 

It will be acknowledged by any 
Bible student that Jesus under- 
stood, obeyed, and demonstrated 
the will or law of God. He said, 
as we are told in John (5:30), 
“T ean of mine own self do noth- 
ing: as I hear, I judge: and my 
judgment is just; because I seek 
not mine own will, but the will 
of the Father which hath sent 
me.” And, in showing that the 
will or law of God is beneficent 
in its effect, the Master healed the 
sick, gave sight to the blind, and 
hearing to the deaf; he liberated 
the sin-bound, and overcame 
death. 

Those who have entertained a 
concept of God as manlike, as li- 
able to changeableness and wrath, 
may have thought of the operation 
of divine law—sanctions, if you 
please—as implying suffering, and 
perhaps everlasting punishment.
